This was the result of a careful check on depart- 
mental expenditures thereby resulting in substantial appro- 
priation balances and in spite of the fact that the overall 
revenues were considerably less than estimated. 


As mentioned in the Farm and Hospital reports many 
repairs and improvements were made as well as the purchase 
of new equipment during the year 1961.

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REPORT OF MOORE GENERAL HOSPITAL 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Hillsborough 
County, New Hampshire: 


Gentlemen: 


I am forwarding you herein my annual report of the Moore 
General Hospital for the year ending December 31, 1962. 


As indicated in the report the year 1962 saw many new 
improvements in the hospital and in the Caron Building. 
It also saw the installation of new and improved equipment 
required for our operation. 


We have ten additional rooms now in use at the Caron 
Building, and a newly renovated and completely furnished 
room in the new Women’s Medical department.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Honorable Board of Commissioners 
Hillsborough County 


Gentlemen: 


It is a pleasure for me to submit my Annual Report of 
activities at the Hillsborough County Home, Farm and House 
of Correction for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1962. 
May I say at this time that the year of 1962 has again been a 
most pleasant and progressive year. We have continued on 
our initial program of improvements and modernization within 
the institution, thus creating a more pleasant atmosphere for 
the patients and making the work of the Attendants easier 
by improving our facilities. 


At the outset of the year our large dormitory for the ladies 
was completely renovated. A new floor was installed and 
covered with vinyl floor tile. All walls and ceiling was com- 
pletely painted, and storage facilities was provided and new 
draperies covered the windows. This dormitory is now most 
cheerful for the patients. A Recreation Room was provided 
for these patients. This area was finished with a new ceiling, 
new floor and paneled walls, then this was furnished with 
proper furniture. 


The main kitchen was completely renovated by installing 
a complete new floor of red quarry tile. Storage facilities was 
provided where all utensils may be stored out of site. A new 
automatic dishwater was purchased and installed, thus giving 
the proper sanitation to the utensils that is imparative with 
the N. H. State Department of Health. 


Ward III was also completely renovated, all walls were 
painted as well as the ceiling. A new bed-pan sterilizer was 
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installed thereby making the care of the patients better and 
more work may be accomplished in less time. 


The large men’s dormitory on the second floor of the main 
building was completely painted for the first time in many 
years, again creating a more desirable atmosphere for those 
patients. This included all private rooms in that area. Towards 
the end of the year work in Ward IV was resumed and the 
doorways were widened and all doors removed, thus per- 
miting bed patients to be removed from the room in case of 
fire or other emergency. All private rooms in Ward IV-A and 
Ward IV-B were painted. A Recreation Room was provided 
for the enjoyment of the patients of that ward. This recreation 
room was completely finished with wood wall paneling. 


In anticipation of installing new boilers in the near future, 
possibly in 1963, some work was done in the boiler-room in 
preparation8 of installing new boilers, the chimney was com- 
pletely re-pointed and the ridge-cap was completely replaced 
and the height of the chimney was reduced. The chimney was 
also strenghtened and is now in good condition for many 
years to come. Some work was also done on the slate roofs 
of all the buildings. Many slates were replaced and copper 
valleys removed and replaced with new ones. 


The Farm division also went through a period of recon- 
ditioning. A Farm Manager was hired in July and with a 
reorganization program much work was accomplished prior 
to the end of the year which will save much time come Spring 
of 1963. All fields were plowed and harrowed. and fertilized 
before the winter months set in. The Dairy operation was 
again improved substantially. The quality of our cattles was 
increased to the point where we may consider the herd among 
the better herd in this part of the country. A Pole-Bard was 
constructed by our Maintenance Division and a new Silo 
erected. The purpose of this pole barn is to keep all young 
stock until maturity thereby creating better quality cattle and 
enhance their growth. All this improvement was made pos- 
sible only through the know-how of Commissioner Langdell 
with the cooperation of Commissioners Bouthillier and Du- 
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pont. The soil conservation program is progressing well with 
the cooperation of the Hillsborough County Extension Service 
and Farm Bureau. 


The volunteer work of the Hillsborough County Home 
Guild was again invaluable to the improvement of the morale 
of the patients. Many hours were devoted to the entertain- 
ment of the patients. Some work was done in the field of 
Occupational Therapy which also proved beneficial for those 
who participated. Many thanks to this group of ladies who 
volunteered so much of their time.

Three hundred and seventy-four indictments were disposed 
of during the course of 1962 representing the largest number 
of indictments handled in any one year during my term of 
office. 


There were ninety one appeal cases which were handled 
and disposed of during the year 1962. 


- Forty-eight hearings were held in Superior Court under the 
Uniform Reciprocal Enforcement of Support Act, and a num- 
ber of petitions under this Act were prepared and forwarded 
to other States for disposition in their Courts. 


There were twenty-one petitions filed and examinations 
made New Hampshire Revised Statutes Annotated, 1955, 
Chapter 173, which is the Sexual Psychopath Law. 


Investigations were made of thirteen fatal accidents which 
occurred during the year and these investigations were pre- 
sented to the Grand Jury, for their consideration. 


Problems originating from other county departments were 
brought to my attention and these matters have been settled. 
A large number of writs were brought to effect collection of 
moneys owed to the County and most of these cases have been 
settled.

To: The Hillsborough County Board of Commissioners 


Gentlemen: 


It is my pleasure to submit a report on the activities of the 
Hillsborough County Extension Service for the year 1962. 
A detailed annual report covering each line of work is on 
file in the County Commissioner’s Office in Manchester, the 
Extension Service Director’s Office in Durham, and the 
County Extension Office in Milford. 


The Extension Agents in the county are supervised by the 
County Extension Council. This Council is made up of 
thirteen people, with each phase of Extension work repre- 
sented, and one person selected from the County Delegation. 
The Agents and Council meet together seven times a year and 
a monthly report is sent to each Council member through the 
year, so that the Council is constantly abreast of the work 
being done by the Agents. They are in a position to offer 
advice as to the type of work needed to be done in the county.

The Agents also have the facilities of the University of New 
Hampshire, through the Extension Specialists behind them, 
in making recommendations in any area of work covered by 
the Extension Service. 


Agents working in each of the four divisions, submit the 
following summaries of their work for 1962. 


AGRICULTURE 
Perley Colby and Ernest George 


One of the major programs inaugurated in the county this 
past year has been Rural Areas Development (R.A.D.). 
R.A.D. is an attempt to get the people of the county to study 
and appraise their resources for the purpose of determining 
the problems in the area. After a study of the problem has 
been made, the County R.A.D. Committee will make recom- 
mendations for courses of action. R.A.D. may include any 
phase of development local people wish, such as education, 
training, agriculture, forestry, industry, recreation, public 
facilities, rural planning, etc. As the educational arm of the 
U.S.D.A., the Cooperative Extension Service has been given 
the role of organizing and guiding the County R.A.D. Com- 
mittee. Alexander Majeski of Bedford was elected Chairman 
of the Hillsborough County Committee. 


Other programs of a county-wide nature, not directly con- 
cerned with agriculture, that were handled through the County 
Agents’ Office, included the Rural Civil Defense Program, 
Leisure Time Gardening information program, Retailer Mar- 
keting activities, and the International Farm Youth Exchange 
Program. 


The backbone of the Agricultural Extension Program still 
was work with the seven hundreds commercial farmers. 
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As the individual farms decrease in number, but increase 
in size, the farmers problems increase in size and complexity, 
and they are in need of more precise information as a single 
error in judgement by the farmer could result in losses amount- 
ing to thousands of dollars. 


Examples of the work with commercial farmers included 
the following: A six-week farm management school: a ten- 
week poultry school; the green pastures program and soil 
fertility recommendations; Agricultural engineering advice 
has saved thousands of dollars for farmers who were planning 
new construction or were remodeling. One example of plan- 
ning of this type would be the new loose housing system at 
the Hillsborough County Farm. By using some basic ideas 
presented by Commissioner Langdell, our Agricultural Engi- 
neer developed a complete barn design and also worked with 
the carpenters from time to time during the construction 
period. This building was designed for young cattle and 
steers being raised by the institution. It is hoped that this 
building will serve as a model or demonstration barn for 
dairymen throughout the county. 


During the year, a total of95 meetings were held with a 
total attendance of 3181. In addition, 456 farm or home visits 
were made by the County Agricultural Agents and 289 indi- 
viduals called at the office for assistance. 


HOME ECONOMICS 


Harriet Nissen and Winnifred McLaughlin (% time) 
The aim of the Adult Home Economics Program is to bring 
to homemakers of the county, up to date information regarding 
problems of the home and family.

Leadership, both adult and 
youth, is our greatest asset. The help in program planning 
by these 249 leaders makes the programs of local interest, 
these are our “grassroot” planners. The 64 4-H Clubs, which 
are located in every town and city except Litchfield, Antrim, 
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Greenville and Deering, are helping youth in all 103 project 
areas. These members completed 1498 projects in 1962. 


Urban 4-H Club work in both Nashua and Manchester is 
growing rapidly with 16% of the total 4-H Club membership 
coming from these two cities. 


The county members raised $800.00, through a cookie sale, 
which was used to send eight older members to the Citizenship 
Training Shortcourse at the National 4-H Center in Washing- 
ton, D.C. The Leaders’ Association also sponsored four leaders 
to a Leadership Training Program on Citizenship at the 
National Center. 


A new method of reaching prospective members and leaders 
was inaugurated in 1962. A special survey brochure was dis- 
tributed to the youth through the schools. Results to date 
have been good, both on membership and leadership. 


The 4-H Club Program will continue to grow as rapidly as 
leadership is developed within the existing communities. The 
opportunity is available to every boy and girl within the 
county between the ages of 9-19. 


FORESTRY 
Robert Breck 


The forests of the county cover approximately 80% of the 
total land area. They are important to many people for many 
reasons. As part of our way of life, forests are important for 
the production of timber, a supply of good water and for the 
many varied recreational and aesthetic values. 


The management of the forest for timber production is of 
primary importance and is an essential part of our economy. 
The function of the County Forester is to help the woodland 
owner to understand his forest resource, and to realize the 
greatest and most lasting benefits for himself and his fellow 
man. 
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During the past year, 149 woodland owners received assist- 
ance from the County Forester. The care and management 
of the younger stands of timber has been carried out on over 
1000 acres of forest. 75,000 tree seedlings were planted in 
abondoned field land. 692,000 board feet of lumber was 
harvested from managed woodlots.
